Ha Suggests Radio*! Changes in 


Insurance Practice. 


The annual report of Insurance Super- 


intendent Durfee on the fire and marine 
insurance in the state-was issued Friday. 
It reports that the total number of com- 
panies doing business in the state on 
the 31st of last December was 200. Four 
new companies have been admitted to 
do business in the state and one has 
gone out of business. 


The financial panic of last spring and 


summer, added to low rates and abnor- 
mally heavy losses, has reduced the 
amount of insurance capital available in 
this state in the sum before stated, less 
capital of companies admitted to do 
business the past year, $400,000, leaving 
a net reduction of $,%573,800. 


Commissioner Durfee discusses at 


considerable length and with a great 
deal of ability the question of protection 
to the public raised in the famous Lloyd's 
case in Chicago, and thinks also that 
the legislature should prescribe the use 
by all companies doing business in the 
state and asks for a more vigorous pros- 
ecution for violations of the statutes re 
garding what is known as "underground 
insurance." 
Mr. Durfee also favors the writing ol 


policies for asingleyear only. He thinks 
that an attorney should be employed for 
the department, instead of throwing all 
the duty on the attorney general. 


The fire losses during the year have 


been excessive, approximating $150,000,-

MUCH OLD CORN IN ILLINOIS. 


Hearty One-Fourth of Last Year's 


Crop is Yet Unsold. 


The state department of agriculture 


'has .tabulated reports from every county 
in the state as to estimates of amount 
of old corn on hand May 1st, and finds 
that in the northern division there re 
mains in the hands of the producers 28 
per cent of the crop, or 21,000,000 bush- 
els, or 3,000,000 bushels less than on May 
1st last year; in the central division 
there is about 22 per cent, or about 16,- 
000,000 bushels, about 2,000,000 more 
than last year; in the southern division 
18 per cent, or 4,000,000 bushels, nearly 
1,000,000 less than in 1893 when the crop 
was nearly 168,000,000 bushels. This 
year there will be an unusually large 
area in corn. 


The area of oats in the southern di- 


vision is 5 per cent, less than last jear; 
in the northern division it is about the 
same, and in the central division it is 
1 per cent, larger. 
The total oats area 


for 1894, as compared with 1893, is 99 
per cent, or 3,318,851 acres. 
The con- 


dition of oats is encouraging for 9C per 
cent, of an average yield per acre in the 
northern division, 89 in the central and 
74 in the southern. 


Only a fraction of 2 per cent, of the 


area seeded to rye was winter killed, 
leaving 106,759 acres. 
The condition of 


the crop is 96 per cent, in the northern 
division and 97 elsewhere.

But this year it 
was different, simply because the Amer- 
icans saw fit to stop at a hotel at Put- 
in-Bay., instead of at the Dr. McCormick 
hotel on the Pelee Island, which is 
in Canadian waters. There were per- 
hs is about 75 people who put 
up 


at the hotel on the American side and of 
course Dr. McCormick who represented 
the Canadian authorities was shut off 
of big revenue. He felt sore over the 
unexpected desertion of old patrons. 
But the visito-s weie not considering 
Dr. McCormick's interests. 
They were 


thinking of their own convenience. They 
got there rather late this year, and know- 
ing that fishing in Canadian waters 
under the law would have to stop on 
May 10, they got accommodations en 
Put in-Bay on the American side. 
The 


dead line runs between the Put-in-Bay 
and Kelly Islands on the American side 
and 
Pelee Island on the Canadian 


side. 
May 7, the visitors were on 


the Canadian side fishing and in conver- 
sation with Deputy Waller, representing 
the Canadian authorities, all were in- 
vited to come back on Tuesday, the 8th. 
It was also stated by Waller that fishing 
might continue near Pelee island up to 
the evening of the 9th. There was no 
thought of a trick or, trouble early on 
the morning of the 8th when the parties 
on the steamers left for Pelee island. Mr. 
Mills and Mr. Starr, guests of B. W- 
Campbell, of Cincinnati, were on the 
steamer "The Leroy Brooks." 
This 


steamer and "The Visitor'' stopped 


the 
east 
side 
of 
Pelee 


island, and the party got out in small 
boats. In each boat were two fishermen 
and a hired oarsman. In one boat were 
Mr. Mills and Mr. Campbell. In another 
were Mr. Starr and Mr. Wertz. The 
east side of the Pelee was the favorite 
place, because the wind was blowing 
stiffly from the west. It was compara- 
tively calm on the east side. The people 
on the Ina steamer had gone to a smaller 
island 10 miles distant. The Visitor was 
brought to anchor and the Leroy Brooks 
steamed around to the Canadian port to 
pay the usual fee for crossing the line. 
It was a long trip against the wind, but 
it is a law that every time a steamer 
crosses the division line a fee of 83 
must be paid. 
When the captains 


of the two steamers made the tender to 
Deputy Waller at his office it was re- 
fused, the official stating that he had re- 
ceived orders-from Dr. McCormick not 
to accept any fee". 
The doctor had gone 


away, supposedly'to have a Canadian 
cutter to come there and capture the 
party. It was plainly a trick. The 
American captains announced to the 
deputy that they would pick up the 
party and leave the waters at once, and 
the steamer started back for the east 
side of the island. All this time the 
Canadian cutter, the Petrel, which had 
sneaked over early in the morning was 
lying out of sight fin the west side of the 
island. The cuttet, started around the 
south end of the island and made a start 
for the Ina party, but they had received 
warning from a boatman, and they got 
away reaching the Kelly Island in safety. 
Then the Petrel changed its course and 
steamed away for the visitor at anchor 
at the east end of Pelee Island on tbe 
east side, passing many of the fishermen 
in the-small boats. 
The Visitor was 


captured easily, and when the Leroy 
Brooks came back it was taken in by tbe 
Canadian officials. Both steamers were 
put in condition to be towed. This was 
at U a. m. Then the Petrel sounded its 
whistles for the party in the boats to 
come in, and all did so except Mr. Mills 
and Mr. Campbell, 
and 
another 


party of two. They thought something 
WM up, but they kept on fishing, their 
oanmen seemed to have an idea that 
there would be trouble, and ma MUle *t 
•UMpton fltohing,taking in the black 


bass ranging in weight from 1 to 3 
pounds. 
The whistle didn't -disturb 


them. It was 3 o'clock in the afternoon 
when it was noticed that the Petrel 
startel off with the two steamers and 
the small boats trailing behind. The 
Petrel had to to reach the port at Amber, 
25 miles distant, and the captain would 
not wait for the party of four lagging 
behind. They were left to their fate. 
Turning the point of the island at the 
north end, the Petrel found that the 
wind was too strong to make headway 
with 
the 
load it had, and all 


of the 
large 
party 
including Mr. 


Starr, were 
put off in the small 


boats to reach the camp of a Chicago 
party at the north end of the island 
who had a steamer known as "The 
Eagle." In the Chicago party were' 
Robert Lincoln and ex-Senator Farwell. 
From that point the party reached the 
Put-in-Bay hotel on the Eagle which 
was loaned for the trip. There was a 
fishing boat there. It was sent around 
by Mr. Starr to pick up Mills et al, and 
t ley were found, but the wind was |too 
stiff for the boat. It could not reach 
Put in-Bay, and it drifted to Kelley 
island, reaching it late in the even- 
ing. Mr. Mills at 
that time did 


not 
know 
what 
had 
happened 


and did not learn the details until the 
next morning, when because the wind 
had subsided it was an easy matter to 
row across to Put-in-Bay. Then there 
was a reunion and a general indignation 
meeting, resulting finally in most of the 
party making arrangements to scatter 
and leave for their homes. 


The two steamers are now in posses- 


sion of the Canadian authorities, and are 
worth about $30,000. To all of the Amer- 
icans it is a plain case of spite work, with 
every evidence of a put-up job on the 
part of somebody. The law against 
fishing did not take effect until May 10. 
There was no objection to receiving the 
$3 steamer fee for crossing the line on 
May 7, and that day as above stated Mr. 
Waller, the Canadian deputy for McCor- 
mic'i, urged the visitors to return on the 
8to. They did so, and all fell into the 
trap except Mills, and Campbell and the 
Ina party, who found safety and refuge 
at Kellylisland. 


The above are the main points of the 


episode. No_ doubt for many a day 
Mills, Star and Campbell will be kept 
busy giving the details of their experi- 
ence with spiteful Canadian hotel keep- 
ers and the now famous Petrel. 


On reaching their places of business 


Mills and Starr saw over their separate 
office desks large cards with drawings of 
the British flag, tho work of W. J. 
Wayne. The inscription was significant. 


Lewis Mills had it fixed for his father 


and Mr. Starr. He had two small boxes. 
In each he placed a small catfish, and 
the label was Canadian black bass, Pelee 
island brand. 
' 


This afternoon Mills antl Starr in the 


mail received-a pencil sketch bearing on 
the Pelee-Potrel episode. It is too late 
to make a cut of it for insertion in the 
REPUBLICAN to-day.

12.— United 


State* Marshal Neely's special train 
bearing; the Cripple Creek legion of the 
Coxey Industrial army as the band 
xfndpr command of Gen. John Sher- 
man Handera styles Itself, arrived In 
Topeka over tho Missouri Pacific rood 
yesterday afternoon at 2 o'clock. 


After pulling into the passenger de- 


pot the train was backed Into the 
freight yard and ran on to a sidetrack, 
where it remained all the afternoon 
the men being locked in the cars, the 
doors of which were guarded by 
deputy marshals, armed with Win- 
chesters. 


The Commonwealers were a very 


happy crowd, and seemed more like a 
party of excursionists than prisoners 
In charge of the government officers. 
The coaches were crowded to their ex- 
treme capacity, and nearly fifty were 
left behind at Scott City, being unable 
to crowd themselves into the cars. 
When the train pulled into Topeka 
the men were singing such songs as 
' "We'll Hang Grover Cleveland to a 


Bour Apple Tree" with much gusto. 


Before reaching Topeka 
Marshal 


Neely decided that the best place to 
take his prisoners was Leavenworth, 
where there is a government reserva- 
tion and where soldiers are available 
for service as guards. He accordingly 
telegraped a recommendation to At- 
torney-General Olney askingr for in- 
structions, and it Is owing to t% de- 
lay In the answer that the prisoners 
were kept In confinement in the cars 
all the afternoon. 


A short time after the arrival of the 


train a bevy of populist attorneys ap- 
proached the private car in which Gen. 
Sanders was quartered and proffered 
their services to defend him and his 
men in the courts. 
The general 


thanked them for their kindness, but 
did not accept their offer. 


The prisoners will be held until next 


Tuesday, the day fixed for the pre- 
liminary hearing on the charge of ob- 
structing the United States mails be- 
fore United States Commissioner Wag- 
ener. The commissioner explains that 
this delay is made in order to give 
those interested in the prosecution an 
opportunity to confer with District 
Attorney Perry and the authorities at 
Washington. 


In an interview with the United 


Press correspondent yesterday after- 
noon Gen. Sanders said: "We started 
for Washington and we arc going 
there. We appreciate the kindness of 
the government in assisting us on our 
journey thus far. 
They have been 


very kind to us. 
Vie left Cripple 


Creek a week ago with seven com- 
panies and Pueblo Monday night 
with eight companies, having enlisted 
an additional company there." 


Gov. 
Lewelling, in response to a tel- 


egram supposed to have been sent him 
by the general attorney of the Mis- 
souri Pacific, tendered the Common- 
wealers the state house grounds as a 
camping place, but on the arrival of 
the train here it was given out that 
tho request was simply made as a joke, 
and there was no intention of using 
the grnnds for that purpose, even 
though the governor had offered them. 


Judge C. G. Foster, of the United 


States district court, before whom the 
Commonwealers will probably be tried, 
aaid of the movement this afternoon: 


"This is a very serious condition of 


affairs. If these are all honest men 
ont of employment it indicates a very 
grave error somewhere. But if the 
men who are stealing trains are not 
willing to work they should be dealt 
with with a very strong hand. 


"The stealing of a train and bring- 


ing stolen property into the state 
alone do not constitute any cause of 
action in a federal court. It belongs 
to the state courts. In order to have 
the case come within the jurisdiction 
of the federal courts the men must 
have interfered with the United States 
mails or violated the interstate com- 
merce law or some other act of con- 
gress. If the men are bound over in 


, my court they must give bond or go to 


jail. It is possible that it might come 
up before me at an early day on a writ 
of habeas corpus." 


At 5 o'clock Marshal Neely, receiv- 


ing; no reply from Attorney-General Ol- 
ney, ordered the men released from, 
the cars, and they went into camp in 
the railroad yards. He then ordered 
supplies of groceries and meat, and ob- 
tained from the state sufficient tents 
to shelter the army.

to-day, when the arrangements for the 
preliminary hearing will be completed. 


Killed by •> Constable. 


SACBAMBHTO, Cal., May 13.—The In- 


dustrial army movement in California 
has final ly resulted in bloodshed. The 
scene of the trouble was at Rocklin, a 
town on the Central Pacific road, about 
an hour's ride from here. Thursday 
the Oakland and Stockton regiments, 
numbering over 400 men, marched ont 
of Sacramento under command of Gen. 
Denning Smith, a physician of Oak- 
land. They stopped for the night at 
Arcade station, announcing their in- 
tention to selce the first east-bound 
freight train that came along. 


About 5 o'clock yesterday morning a 


freight pot in an appearance, and wan 
•topped by naela of earth which the 
army had piled on the track. 


The men qnlekiy occupied the train, 


•mdplaelno; one ot their number. 


i autrted for Kooklin. A* MOB M the 


newa wa* received there, a switch WM 
thrown, and when the train arrived it 
was run on the side track. The con- 
ductor announced thjatthe train should 
stay there until the men left It, and 
called in Constable Fllckinger to force 
the men to leave the can. 


The constable put the army engineer 


under arrest and soon after got into a 
quarrel with Dr. Smith, the 
com- 


mander of the army, in the course of 
which he drew his pistol and fired at 
Smith, missing him and killing Col. 
W. 8. Paisley, of Oakland, instead. 
There was intense excitement among 
the men for awhile and many threats 
of lynching the constable were heard. 
Dr. Smith, however, succeeded in sav- 
ing him and getting him out of the 
way. 
The arrested engineer was released. 


The army Is now encamped outside of 
Rocklin.'

The glee club boat follows the flag- 


ship of Gen. Kelly, and their songs 
can be heard far up aad down the riv- 
er. Mingled with the songs are the 
cries of the men to each other and the 
words of command passed from boat to 
boat The army has already traveled 
sixty miles, river measure, to-day. In- 
cluding the three miles out of Bun- 
nells made during the night. 


It is their intention to camp to-night 


at Amsterdam bridge, eight miles 
down the river, which is about mid- 
way between the towns of Pella and 
Knoxville, from which supplies are ex- 
pected in the morning. 


Kelly will be in hard lines if provi- 


sions do not come in more rapidly than 
they have. 
Even when he has money 


he finds it dl fficult to procure food. He 
stopped at three towns to-day be- 
fore he could secure twenty-five pounds 
of coffee. At the towns of Dunreath 
and Red Rock, which are close to- 
gether, where the army hod its meal to- 
day, the people at first absolutely re- 
fused to sell a thing. Kelly hunted up 
a deputy sheriff and flatly informed 
him tha't if the army could not pur- 
chase food it would take it by force. 
The deputy consulted with citizens 
and they finally concluded that it 
would be wiser to sell the supplies 
needed for the army as> they were 
numerous enough to have captured 
both towns. 


Th> Motion for a Hew Trial in the Ooxey 


Os>ee* 


WASHINGTON, May 12.—The motion 


for anew trial and arrest of judgment 
in the cases of Coxey and others, signed 
by Messrs. Hudson, Pence, Lipscombe 
and Hyman, was filed late yesterday 
afternoon. 
The defendants' counsel 


want to argue on the motion this after- 
noon, but Assistant District Attorney 
Mullowney said it was not probable he 
would call the matter up until Monday. 
The reasons given are: Because the ver- 
dict is contrary to the law and evidence; 
because of errors of law committed by 
the court in admitting and rejecting 
evidence, and in refusing the instruc- 
tions asked by the defendants; because 
the court committed errors in its in- 
structions to the jury; because the in- 
formation upon which the defendants 
were convicted does not state any of- 
fense with legal and formal certainty, 
and is based upon a law which is un- 
constitutional and void, being in vio- 
lation of the letter and spirit of the 
first amendment to the constitution.

for the benefit of ex-Speaker Reed, snd the 
sarcastic rejoinder of Mr Reed, were the 
principal features of the debate on the naval 
appropriation bill, which occupied all of to- 
day's session of the house. 


Mr. Boutelle closed the general debate for 


the republicans and was followed by Mr. Baker, 
who spoke on the unequal accumulation of 
wealth In the decade from 18»J to 1880 by the 
manufacturing and the agricultural states, by 
Mr. Crane, who spoke In support of the bill to 
change the day of assembling of congress from 
the first Monday in December to the fourth of 
March, and by Messrs. Meyer, Gelsenhatner, 
Talbott and Cummings The tariff, moce or 
less, crept into the speeches, and the debate 
was enlivening and Interesting.

ment and the bouse then took ft recess until 8 
o'clock, the evening meeting to be (or the con- 
sideration ot prirate pension bills.

The movement ot so-called armies of the un- 


employed on Washington has caused little ex- 
citement, and is less important or significant 
than tbe outward movement of specie, which- 
•hows shrinking foreign demand for product! 
and further withdrawal of foreign capital. 
But neither strikes nor foreign distrust long 
retard the progress of this country. 


The capacity of iron furnaces In blast May 1 


was 110,810 tons, a decrease of 10,612 tons dur- 
April; but the Iron Age has telegraphic re- 
ports of stoppage by other furnaces having a 
capacity of 35 092 tons, including some ex 
peeled to stop this week, which would mean a 
decrease of about a third In product since 
April 1. The fact that prices of same grades ot 
pig Iron especially ot foundry, show weak- 
ness, notwithstanding there has been no In- 
crease In stocks unsold, seem to indicate thai 
about as large a proportion of the works using 
pig Irou as material has also been compelled 
to stop, and It Is stated that in tno Pittsburgh 
region many are close to the end of their sup- 
plies ol fuel. 
Prices of finished products are fully main 


talned and many kinds have advanced a little, 
but It Is noticed that the demand Is not as 
large as was expected, and while an early ter 
mlnatlon of the strikes 18 hoped for, the ap- 
pointment of committees to negotiate regard- 
Ing wages for the coming year brings atten- 
tion to the fact that existing conditions do not 
favor any advance In prices, or In cost ot pro- 
duction. In minor metals, no industrial change 
of Importance appears 


The textile manufactures are not Improving 


in position or prospects, for while orders do 
not Increase, uncertainties in regard to labor 
grow more serious. The working force shows 
much unwillingness to accept for another sea- 
son the wages which were temporarily adopted 
In order to have works Reopened after last 
summer's suspension. Tbe apathy of buyer* 
In cotton 19 reflected In further decline ol 
print cloths, although some qualities of goods 
have advanced slightly 
Sales of wool again drop considerably below 
those of the same weak last year Though or- 
ders for woolens are far below the probable re 
qulrements lor the next season, few manufac- 
turers are bold enough to mak j up goods In ad 
vance of tbe demand, while clothiers are very 
cautious The dress goods department has 
much the best of the business, though Its pro- 
duction Is conslleraly smaller than usual. 


The speculation In grain has again broken 


record* with the lowest price ever made for 
wheat, although western receipts are a little 
smaller than a year ago, while exports are also 
smaller by more than a quarter The prevail' 
ing belief Is that the yield will, as In other 
years, far exceed government Indication*, 
which are again pointing to a short crop 
Corn has changed In price but little and pork 
products have been fairly steady, with oil and 
coffee unchanged, but cotton is weaker in tone 
although receipts from plantations are a little 
smaller than a year ago It is a striking evi- 
dence of the general want ot confidence that 
there is so little speculation while money is 
abundant almost beyond precedent 


Nothing has occurred to strengthen railroad 


stacks for tho earnings ot railroads continue 
about as much behind last vear's as they were 
In April or March Rates are cut In a mast 
destructive fashion. In spite of all tho talk 
about Ironclad agreements, and the prospect 
ot foreclosure for some great railroads In de 
fault tends «o dishearten holders. The aver- 
age price of sixty active railroad stocks is 
nevertheless only US cents lower for the week 
while the audacity of speculators In sugar has 
so far diminished that tho trust stocks aver- 
age 13 cents lower 
Large exports of "old which are so far ex 


pected to reach JO WO OK) this week have 
checked hopefulness In tno stock market, and 
the decline of the treiisuy gold reserve below 
KM.OM.OOO suggests the possibility that contln 
ned export* of the precious metal may cause 
not a little trouble before the season Is over 
But at present the banks are only gratified. * 
the accumulation of money from the Interloi 
has not ceased, while the demand for aommer 
clal loans does not yet enlarge.
